Hauptman 
until

months: after the kidnaping. 


And Hauptmann's 
defense, the 


story he has rigidly stuck to since 
his arrest, was blasted too today. 
Hauptmann has steadfastly main- 
tained that he first saw the money 
"two 
or three months ago" when, 
noticing, that rain water was soak- 
ing them, he opened the bags Fisch 
had left with him and found the 
bank notes. 


From the lips of Fisch's boyhood 


and life-long friend, Henry Uhlig. 
it was learned that early in May of 
this year Hauptmann opened these 
self-same • bags and suitcases with 
Uhlig. by his side and found neither 
money,nor rain water. 
It was from Uhlig, who accompan- 


ied Fisch on that last fateful trip 
to Germany and who was with him 
constantly up to the day 
of 
his 


death, that the true story of Fisch's 
entire life and his business dealings 
with Hauptmann was learned.

every day. 


Not far from that well operates 


scores of others which how produce 
in the neighborhood of a barrel a 
week but which at one time pro- 
duced a much larger supply. They 
are the older wells, now gradually 
becoming exhausted from constant 
operation. 


Many Old Wells Operate 


"Here "we have a real 
field," 


Hedecore said, referring to 
the 


operations In the Mahoning-North 
Beaver township area. "Not every- 
one knows it but in this old field, 
a. rushing place of 20 years ago, 
there are 1,000 oil wells, many still 
operating and many now closed." 


Community interest, it was said, 


quickly .revived in the drilling this 
summer when the first Baird well 
proved a good producer. The hopes 
of the drillers are that the second 
will be as productive. 


Hedecore explained that produc- 


tion of most of the district wells 
have declined over the past 20 years 
from a two-barrel-a-day average to 
one of one-eighth of a barrel per 
day.

Hauptmann has steadfastly main- 
tained that he first saw the money 
"two or three months ago" when, 
noticing that rain water was soak- 
ing them, he opened the bags Fisch 
had left with him and found the 
bank notes.

THE RUSSIAN FIASCO 


T IS now becoming evident that one of the biggest mistakes 


in foreign policy which our government has made in recent 


years was the recognition of Soviet Russia on the assumption 
that Russia would pay its debts, that our foreign trade would in- 
crease and that subversive propaganda in the United States 
would cease. 


It is now generally admitted that we are to be disappoint- 


ed in all three assumptions, just as millions of patriotic Ameri- 
cans knew that we would be disappointed when the negotiations 
for Russian recognition were put under way. 


The latest news from our State Department is that the ne- 


gotiations for the settlement of Russian debts to the United 
States have broken down. R Wallton Moore, Acting Secretary 
of State, is quoted as stating: "We have gone the limit in making 
concessions on the material questions involved," and he add- 
ed that "it was not possible to be optimistic that any agreement 
will be reached." 


If American diplomacy had examined Soviet Russia's past 


record carefully, before recognizing her, it would have been 
found that she had defaulted in her promises to other countries 
just as she is now defaulting toward the United States. 
Great 


Britain, Germany and other countries recognized Soviet Rus- 
sia in the belief that the land of the reds would settle its debts 
and increase its foreign trade with its new "friends." 
In each 


case there has been disappointment. 
Now the United States is 


getting disillusioned in exactly the same way. 


Since Russian recognition our trade with that country has 


decreased rather than increased, and communistic propaganda 
in the United States have grown. Now it is becoming evident 
that Russia is not going to agree, to pay its debts. 
Of course 


Russia would pay—providing we would lend her the money. 
.What she .wants is a big loan and a big credit for purchasing 
goods in the United States. Then, if this is brought, about, she 
is willing to-start paying her claims—of course in long drawn out 
installments which would be extended over a period of perhaps 
a quarter of a century. 


But the administration is evidently beginning to awaken 


to the fact that it has been bunkoed by the Soviets and it is an- 
nounced that the terms set forth for Russia are unreasonable and 
cannot be accepted. Thus another great idea goes glimmering. 


The reds ,pinks and hybirds who announced a few months 


ago that Russian recognition would restore our foreign trade 
and bring prosperity back to the United States have run for 
cover. 
But they will be out again when they think they can 


help put over something else on Uncle Sam. 


Aside from increasing red agitation in the United States 


about the only effect Russian recognition has had, has been 
to give the friends of Russia a chance to try to befog the friend- 
ly relations between the JJnited States and Japan—in the inter- 
ests, of course, of the Soviets.

THE RUSSIAN FIASCO 


T IS now becoming evident that one of the biggest mistakes 


• in foreign policy which our government has made in recent 
years was the recognition of Soviet Russia on the assumption 
that Russia would pay its debts, that our foreign trade would in- 
crease and that subversive propaganda in the United States 
would cease. 


It is now generally admitted that we are to be disappoint- 


ed in all three assumptions, just as millions of patriotic Ameri- 
cans knew that we would be disappointed when the negotiations 
for Russian recognition were put under way. 


The latest news from our State Department is that the ne- 


gotiations for the settlement of Russian debts to the United 
States have broken down. 
R Wallton Moore, Acting Secretary 


of State, is quoted as stating: "We have gone the limit in making 
concessions on the material questions involved," and he add- 
ed that "it was not possible to be optimistic that any agreement 
will be reached." 


If American diplomacy had examined Soviet Russia's past- 


record carefully, before recognizing her,' it would have been 
found that she had defaulted in her promises to other countries 
just as she is now defaulting toward the United States. Great 
Britain, Germany and other countries recognized Soviet Rus- 
sia in the belief that the land of the reds would settle its debts 
and increase its foreign trade with its new "friends." 
In each 


case there has been disappointment. 
Now the United States is 


getting disillusioned in exactly the same way. 


Since Russian recognition our trade with that country has 


decreased rather than increased, 'and communistic propaganda 
in the United States have grown. 
Now it is becoming evident 


that Russia is not going to agree-to pay its debts. 
Of course 


Russia would pay—providing we would lend her the money. 
;What she .wants is a big loan and a big credit for purchasing 
goods in the United Stales. Then, if this is brought, about, she 
is willing to-start paying her claims—of course in long drawn out 
installments which would be extended over a period of perhaps 
a quarter of a century. 


But the administration is evidently beginning to awaken 


to the fact that it has been bunkoed by the Soviets and it is an- 
nounced that the terms set forth for Russia are unreasonable and 
cannot be accepted. Thus another great idea goes glimmering. 


The reds ,pinks and hybirds who announced a few months 


ago that Russian recognition would restore our foreign trade 
and bring prosperity back to the United States- have run for 
cover. 
But they will be out again when they think they can 


help put over something else on Uncle Sam.

That Baby Was Killed 


By Accident 


PRAISE WORK ON

Three persons, one of whom un- 
donbtcdly was Bruno Richard 
Hanptmann, kidnapped 
infant 
Charles A. Ltoabersh, Jr., and 
killed him accidentally

fleeing the famous aviator's New 
Jersey home two years ago. 
This was the concensus today of 


several hundred police and detec- 
tive chiefs attending the convention 
here of the International Associa- 
tion of Chiefs of Police. Only one 
official called the kidnaping a lone 
•wolf" job and he declared Haupt- 
mann the "guilty man." 
The veteran police officials were 


unstinted Jn their praise of govern- 
ment agents and New York City po- 
lice for the capture of Hauptmann. 
They were silent about the attitude 
of New Jersey state police officials 
in the early days of the case. 


Trailed For Two Weelcs 


One detective chief, familiar with 


the 
case, 
declared 
government 
agents had been trailing Haupt- 
mann in New York for two weeks 
before making the arrest. This was 
done, he said, 'in hopes Hauptmann 
would lead them to his associates. 
Another police chief revealed the 


kidnap ladder, found at .the Lind- 
bergh home in New Jersey, had 
been sent to different police depart- 
ments in an unsuccessful effort to 
secure an identification of its lum- 
ber.The police heads were almost 
unanimous in calling the kidnaping 
a three person Job. All, however, be- 
lieved the evidence linked Haupt- 
mann to the case.

Paul Engle, of the state police, 


told about the arrest of Roxie. Ask- 
ed if Roxle hart a gun, Engle claim- 
ed that Roxie said that it was a 
good thing he did not have one, or 
some one might have 
got 
hurt. 


Roxie dit'. not have a gun when ar- 
rested. 
Engle also 'told of Ilndlng 
groceries that were alleged to have 
been taken from the Mahoningtown 
store. 


Roxle had a couple of witnesses 


for his side of the case present In 
court, and asked that they might 
be called before the defense opened, 
as they had to go back to Pittsburgh 
Monday evening. • Permission was 
granted. 


George Lehman, a Pittsburgh po- 


liceman, was called and was asked 
if he knew*a.man by the name of 
Anthony Comfort. The witness re- 
plied that he did. It had developed 
to the commonwealth's side of the 
case that a man by the name of 
Comfort owned the store In which 
the stolen, goods had been found.

Long Had No Gun At 
Time Of His Arrest 


Alleged To Have Told State Po­ 


liceman It Was A Good 


Thing He Hadn’t 


In the trial of Roxie and Virginia 
Long 
for 
conspiracy to defraud 
wholesale merchants, 
Sheriff Ed­ 
ward D. Pritchard, took the stand 
at court Monday afternoon and told 
about 
taking Roxie to Pittsburgh 
at his own request to inspect groc­ 
eries in Roxie’s store. Several other 
officers were along. 
There wras a woman in charge of 
the store. Roxie pointed out cer­ 
tain goods in the store which were 
believed to be involved in the case 
on trial. The woman was frighten­ 
ed and told officers that she had 
bought the goods from Roxie. 
Paul Engle, of the state police, 
told about the arrest of Roxie Ask­ 
ed if Roxie had a gun, Engle claim­ 
ed that Roxie saii that it was a 
good thing he did not have one, or 
some one might have 
got 
hurt. 
Roxie did not have a gun when ar­ 
rested. 
Engle also told of finding 
groceries that were alleged to have 
been taken from the Mahoningtown 
store. 
Roxie had a couple of witnesses 
for his side of the case present in 
court, and asked that they might 
be called before the defense opened, 
as they had to go back to Pittsburgh 
Monday evening. 
Permission was 
granted. 
George Lehman, a Pittsburgh po­ 
liceman, was called and was asked 
if he knew a man by the name of 
Anthony Comfort. The witness re­ 
plied that he did. It had developed 
in the commonwealth’s side of the 
case that a man by the name of 
Comfort owned the store in which 
the stolen goods had been found. 
Lehman testified 
that 
Comfort 
had been arrested following his fail­ 
ure to pay for certain goods which 
had been ordered. He had paid for 
the goods and was discharged. The 
witness claimed that Comfort had 
said that he owned the store. 
The witness also testified that he 
had been sent to Youngstown Mon­ 
day to purchase a bushel of plums 
from the Louis Goldberg wholesale 
house, and that the basket in which 
he got them was not marked with 
Goldberg’s stamp. Goldberg, for the 
commonwealth had testified that all 
goods sent out of the stores were 
stamped with the Goldberg name. 
It was in that way that he had been 
able to identify 
goods 
found 
in 
Pittsburgh, and sold to the store in 
Mahoningtown, as his goods. 
The witness had the basket of 
plums which he had purchased in 
Youngstown in court. He examined 
the basket and could not find any 
identifying mark on it. 
On cross examination District At­ 
torney Mont L. Aley asked the wit­ 
ness if the basket had been deliver- 
de to any place by a driver. He re­ 
plied that it had not, that he had 
gone to the store and bought 
it. 
Witness noticed other baskets in the 
store that were not marked with 
the Goldberg name. 
On further examination Lehman 
said that he had 
seen 
Anthony 
Comfort in the Pittsburgh store, 
where the goods were found, on sev­ 
eral occasions. 
George Bostal, also of Pittsburgh, 
testified for the defense that he had 
been to Youngstown with Lehman 
and had seen him buy the plums. 
He also examined the basket and 
said that there was no Goldberg 
stamp on it. 
County Detective J. Sharp Leslie, 
for the commonwealth, told about 
going to Pittsburgh with other of­ 
ficers and with several wholesale 
men. 
The latter identified goods 
found 
in Roxie’s store as having 
belonged to them.
